FREE TRADE IN MONEY. 


As many of our commercial readers may 
not yet havo seen the Act to amend the 
Laws regulating the interest for money, an 
abstract of the provisions moro immediately 
affecting trade will not be tnacceptable.— 
After repeating such portions of former 
Acts as are inconsistent with tho provisions 
of that recently passed, it empowers “any 

rson or persons, other than those except 
ed in this Act, to stipulate for, allow and 
exact, on any contract or agreement what 
soever, any rate of interest or discount 
which may be agreed upon.” It provides, 
nso, that it shall not be lawful for any 
bank to stipulate for, take, reserve or exact 
a higher rate of discount or interest than 
seven pe centum per annum; and any 
rate of interest not exceeding seven per 
eentum per annum may be received and 
taken in advance by any bank; and it is 

Jawfal for any bank to allow and pay any 
rate of interest whatsoever upon moneys 
deposited in any bank.

“ Quando, aliquid prohibetur, prohibetur et 
omne per quod devenitur ad rllud,” which 


translated reads, ‘ whatever is prohibited by 


law to be dono directly, cannot legally bo 
effected by an indirect or circuitous contriv~ 
ance.” ‘This seems to usa positive rule pro- 
hibiting the acceptance of an intermediate 
office 1n order toreach one which the law ex-! 
pressly forbids. It is certainly doing by an 
indirect means that which the law has for- 
bidden to be done by direct means, It 
therefore an evasion of law which all courts 
hold in detestation, and visit with condign 
punishment. An illustration occurs, which 
is strikingly analogous. It is where an illicit 
vendor of spirituous liquors endeayours to 
evade the license law, by giving away his 
liquor and compelling his customer to pur- 
chase some trifling article upon whieh he im- 
poses a price sullicient to cover the cost of 
his donation. It is needless to say that no 
court would screen the culprit upon such a 
plea—the fine would be the heavier in con- 
sequence—and why? Because the fore- 
thought and premeditation requisite to carry 
out dn evasion of this kind, is greater than 
that of an open infraction, which makes him 
an offender more depraved and more danger- 
ous, and consequently deserving of a more 
Severe punishment. In what better position 
are our present Ministers than the illicit liquor 
dealer ?

In our present state of Society, and in this 
age of the world, we all have to spend more 
or less money for the support of ourselves and 
families. “ In the present state of things, the 
community may be diyided into three classes. 
1st. Those living on their income or earn- 


ings. 

2nd. Those living on their property, either 
acquired or inherited. 
3rd, Those living on their creditors. 

This .ast is s very numerous class, and is 

supported by those who live on ilieir earnings, 
and also is @ class constantly increasing amon, 
ns, They, in many cases, not only get their 
living for a series of years, out of their credit- 
ors, but many other things, such as fine houses, 
pianos, paintings, and costly furniture, which 
they keep as if such things were theirs, instead 
of being stolen property until their debts are 
paid. e will give an example to show the 
truth of our statements. A is in the grocery 
trade, he has a family living in good style at 
an expense of $3000 per annum, and he has 
been married ten years. He failed Inst year 
owing $80,000, and settled off for fifty cents 
onthe dollar; he started with nothing, his 
business must have been bad indeed if it did 
not pay the expenses of the store, clear of all 
losses, it Licknertl did and more, so that the 
store paid its way. He now pays $80,000 
with $40,000, taking this last named amount 
out of his creditors’ pockets, being an amoynt 
sufficient for his maintenance the ten years, 
and leaving enough for his present house and 
furniture, $10,000, 
Now, it is evident that cach one of A’s cre- 
ditors has been maintaining him all this time, 
each one saye the man among them who has 
done the sume thing himself. He of course 
has not, for he gets his back again, out of 
some one else, but all who have paid their 
debts in this time have contributed to A’s 
maintenance. ‘The honest man, therefore, has 
not only his own family to provide for, but has 
to help to maintain a score of other, who in 
many cases live better every day than he does. 
And these insolent individuals are not con- 
tent, either, to have obtained all their past 
living out of their creditoas, but after their 
Gilure, (in which they have compelled their 
ereditora to take whatevor they were a mind 
to pay them,) live in many case the same 
style aa before, keep their Aue houses, servants, 
furniture, &e., and go into business, and it is 
said that “they are now better off than thoy 
ever were before.” Now of all the mean kinds 
of living in this world, the meanest is for a 
man to live on his creditors, when he knows 
it. Better the crust of bread, and the ono 
room, with honor and integrity unsullied, pro- 
perty surrendered, and earnings rigidly ap- 
propriated to the payment of every just debt, 
dollar for dallar, than this miserable and gu ty 
way of living, #0 often seea among us. Living 
on friends, or in the almshouse, is sometimes 
no disgrace, when we are obliged to do #0 from 
force of circumstances, but this willfully living 
on creditors, we knowing it all tho time, is 
guiltiness indeed. Oh that we could see more 
examples of the true Christian man, who, when

mugey weather after a drought, are less 
sudden on welldrained, deeply ploughed, 
well cultivated land; and these sudden in- 
fluences are what cause rust, by the greatly 
increasing sap bursting the straw and’ flow- 
ing downwards, instead of rising to nourish 
tie ear, Thir is more probably the cause 
of rust’than fungi, or insects, to whith ma- 
ny attribute this -inost destructive disease ; 
the straw of rusted wheat will, on examina- 
tion, be found to beeracked longitudinally. 
With regard to the midge, all reports seem 
to concur that early sowing of early seed

The new Jury Act has been published 
and circulated among the munici,alities. 
t occupies a pamphlet of 68 pages. 
Qualification of Jurors. 

All persons over 21 years of age and 
dor 60, possessed of a certain proportion- 
al amount of property, unless otherwise ex- 
cepted. After striking off the Assessment 
Roll in each municipality all those who 
are excepted, one half of the number remain- 
ing, being those who are rated the highest, 
are qualified. At least two third of those are 
to be selected. 

First Section from Assessment Roll, 
Te be made by the Mayor or Reeve, 
Clerk and Assessers of each muncipality, 
ou the first of September. 

Second Selection. 

By the County Judge, Clerk of the 
peace, Warden, Treasurer, Reeves then pres- 
ent, Sheriff, or any of the three of them, 
from Jury rolls prepared by municipalities.

They have 
resigned because the Queen was insulted by 
the louse, and how can they with any decency 
join in the insult by taking the Government 
fo any other place than Ottawa? ‘Then 
we have the finances. Mr. Galt is ingen- 
ious, but his ingenuity will not reduce the 
excess of expenditure over income below a 
million, Ile has neither the courage nor 
the power to introduce the retrenchment 
which ois required. An Inspector General 
at this time shou'd not be the mere tool of 
Cartier and Macdonald, without strength or 
influence in the country ; he should not be 
nervously sensitive to blame and to the en- 
treaties of those around him, he should not 
be a jobber at heart, whose proclivities are 
all towards favouritism and extravagance. 
Mr. Galt cannot satisfy the House and the 
country at the present crisis, Ifhe had 
the will to work effectually, he would not 
be able, connected as he is with colleagues 
that have brought themselves to the lowest 
point of deerepitide by a long career of 
profligac Reform cannot be bad from 
such inch. Rather aay we look to them 
for new subjects for the investigation of the 
Committee of Public Accounts. 

Such are a few of the troubles which the 
Macdonald ministry will encounter should 
they venture to meet Parliament. Woima- 
ging however, that*most of them will shirk 
the ordeal, and that we shall hear of great 
changes about December next.— Globe,

“Tt is now some years since the writer

stalk to stalk, as if intent on a definite object. 

In a summer evening nothing can be more 
beautiful than an attentive observation of 
these inse nd to any one ignorant of the 
mischief they are committing, there are few 
sights more interesting. Like the common 
butterfly in the cabbage garden, the wheat 
midge deposits its egg carefully in the shoot- 
ing wheat, which 1g done, the parent fly 
dies, and in the course of ten days or a fort- 
night, the ege which she has deposited as- 
sumes life, becomes a litte grub, and in due 
time feeds voraciously on the filling wheat. 

Wheat appears peculiarly intended by na- 
ture for the food of this insect, and the period 
between its deposit and the cutting of the 
grain, coms also to be the exact time requi- 
site to bring it to maturity; and further, itis 
almost evident, that were the wheat crop en- 
tirely discontinued for one year only, the in- 
Sect would disappear, as there seems to be no 
other cereal capable of affording it an exist- 
ence even for one season. This, however, 
would be a calamity which the country is ill 
able to bear, and, consequently, some other 
remedy must be dev But to carry out 
our observations, we selected a sheaf of wheat, 
and prepared a space somewhat equal in ex- 
tent to that occupied by the sheaf when 
growing, and shaking it thoroughly over the 
smoothed earth, we found the surface sown 
over with the diminutive worm. 

We next carefully fenced in the space thus 
occupied, and from day to day watched the 
progress of the grub towards its chrysalis 
State, which it generally attains about thie 
third week fifter it has dropped to the ground.

COUNTY COURT. 


Yesterday the County Court and Quarter 
Sessions opened their sittings in the Court 
House,—Judge Sinart presiding. Through 
some oversight the Court of Chancery had 
been appointed to open at the same time, and 
as both Courts could not be held at the same 
time, in the same place, a collision between 
the Courts as to precedence, became immi- 
nent, The difficulty was, however, amicably 
arranged, and Vice Chancellor Sprague open- 
ed the Court of Chancery pro forma, avd 
then adjourned to the Grand Jury room for 
the transaction of business— W. W. Dean Esq . 
Deputy Registrar, acting as Clerk. We be- 
lieve there are but two cases set down for trial 
in this Court; these are the first that have 
been tried in this County under the powers 
recently given the Court of Chancery by Sta- 
tute. ‘he business will no doubt increase, 
as the people become acquainted with its ad- 
vantages. 

In the County Court, the civil side of the 
Docket is light; not more than 30 Records 
are entered for trial. ‘The criminal side is 
heavier than usual. The Judge in his Charge 
to the Grand Jury, expressed his regret that 
this should be thecase, Among other things 
alluded to, was the very insufficient and in- 
secure state of the jail. LHe said that it had 
been built some 18 years ago, and no addi- 
tional accommodation had been added, altho" 
the population of the County had increased 
six or s.ven fold; that the young, and the 
hardened offender,—the accused and thé con- 
victed—the venial and the capital offende 
were al] herded together, which was hi slily 
reprehensible. He trusted that the operation 
of the late Statute which provides for tlie in 
spection of Jails, would remedy this evil. Hlis 
Honor also referred to the alteration of the 
law which makes the Judge of the County. 
Court the ex-eficio Judge of the Courts of 
Probate and Surrogate, remarking that it 
would be much more convenient for parties 
to have tho business done in the County 
‘Town, than as formerly, in Frankford. The 
Charge was listened to with marked attention 
throughout, and the Jury withdrew for the 
transaction of business,

It is also right to state that there are adver- 
tising agents of good stancing,—such as Pet- 
tengill & Co., in New York and Boston, V. Bu 
Palmer, W. B. Shattuck, and many others that 
might be named, who are perfectly honorable 
and reliable, and with whom itis a pleasure- 
to deal. 

‘There are numerous other tricks of adver— 
tising agents about which we were informed, 
and which we have not now time to ventilate, 
—such as offering payments in bogus stock of 
different kinds, shares in Gift enterprise:, Art 
unions, &c., which either exist only on paper, 
or unfortunately exploded before the chances 
became available: Such advertising is a dou- 
ble fraud. 

If the result of a few hours’ investigation in 
New York has beeu to elicit such facts as we 
have stated, we nre sure that our cotempora- 
ries will join us in hoping that the shrewd re- 
searches of the author of “Tricks and Traps?

A writer in the N. Y. Post, commenting 
on. these difficuities says : 

The ipitch or tone of aerial vibration or 
sounds is physical condition quite dis- 
tinct from, and independent of, their loud- 
pegs or intensity ; in like manner the piten 
or tone of electric vibrations is quite <dis- 
tinct from, and independent of, their power 
and intensity. The pitch or tone in both 
cases is simply the rate of vibration or ve- 
locity of propagation, All vibration hav- 
ing equal yeloaley will produce sounds of 
the same pith or tone. The slower the 
rate of vibration, the longer will be the vi 
orating wave, and the graver the tone. We 
havenotthe least doubt that the correspond- 
ing effects are now causing the difficulty of 
rapidily transmitting messages by the At- 
lantic Cable, ‘The intensity or force of all 
vibration follows the sane law; it diminish: 
es according to the squares of the distance ; 
this is the law of all radial forces, whether 
they be light, heat, sound, or the: electric 
force. Butthe pitch or tone, which is the 
same as the velocity of vibration, is inde- 
pendent on the law of elasticity. Sound 
is transmitted through the atmosphere with 
a yelocity varying with its elasticity ; so 
that where different strata are so formed by 
unequal radiation of heat and other causes 
such strata will have a different elasticity 
and the velocity will be irregular, In 
short all vibrations, in passing from strat- 
um to stratum differ in elasticity, diminish 
their intensity ag well as their speed, but in 
unequal proportions. So, also, with the vi- 
bration, of the Atlantic Cable, the vibra- 
tion along the wires must be transmitt 
with a velocity varying with the olast 
of the electria medium ; and this elasticity 
will yary with the temperature and density 
of the earth's olectricity. If the varying 
elasticity bo accumulative to any great ex 
tent, the vibrations, which at the, outset 
were high toned and rapid, will becomo 
prolonged and scarcely distinctive. We 
suspect thatsuch have been the character of| 
the vibration which haye broughttho signals 
along the Atlantic Cable ; and hence that a 
Message sont in a few minutes at either end 
of the cablo will be occasionally recorded 
in prolonged waves or vibrations at the 
other end, which may occupy as many 
hours. The timo of onch yibration being 
greater or less acconling to the varying 
dlasticity of tho elcotric medium, ‘The 
varying temperature of the many currents 
to which the cable is oxposed will material 
ly offoct its electric capacity for the rapid 
transmission of electric vibrations, but will 
not proportionately offect the force or in 
tensity of the curront. Hence although a 
current may be porfoct, and of tha roquiaito 
powor and intonsity still the eloctrio vibra 
tions may be and will bo interfered with in 
auch a mannor and with such effect as to 
tnke tho form of prolonged vibration

Why Farmers are Unhealthy. 


Farmers ought to be universally well de- 
yelopéd, robist, symmetrical, strong and 
healthy, and farmers’ wives and daughters 
rosy cheeked, full bosomed, little, active, 
graceful and beautiful. If they are not eo, 
then there must'be A cause, “What is it? 
A writer in, the, Wafer. Cure Journal says 
on this point :-—* The American farmer 
breathes pure air all day in the fields, but 
shuts himself up in a small, close, uaven- 
tilated bédrdorh, and breathes carbonic avid 
all night; he has, or may have, an abun- 
dance'of the best materials fur a wholesome 
diet—the cereal grains, fruits, vegetables, 
pure milk, ete, but in utter contempt of 
tliesd Tuxtric’, lis often fills His inuch Abused 
stomach with pork and other gross and dele- 
terious kinds of food, washed down with 
strong tea and muddy coffee, He eats too 
much flesli-meat, (of which pork is the 
worst (form,) too much butter, too much 
fine flour bread, too many hot biscuits, 
poisoned with cream of tartar and saleratus, 
and too filtle coarse bread, garden ve 
tables, fruits and milk. «Country cookery 
(weeate sorry. to be obliged to‘ say_it)is 
generally bad—even worse than that of the 
Gi Saying nothing of tobacco, rum, and 
whiskey, in connection with which farmers 
sin in common with other classes, we have 
certainly found a cause for much of the Jil 
health which prevails among our agricul- 
tural population ; but there is onc other 
circumstance unfavorable to healthowhich 
should be adverted to in passing. This is 
the intellectual and social stagnation which 
is often permitted to prevail in farming 
commupitics. Farmers read, study, and 
think too little, and allow their lives to be 
too monotonous, Perfect physical well- 
beingpas we have seen, requires the con- 
atiit and pleasurable exercise of the intel- 
Ject and the social affections, as.welleas the 
body, The farmers need butte study and 
obey the laws’ of life and Health, a& their 
occupation gives them ample opportunity 
to do, to present to the world perfect spe- 
cimens of healthy, vigorous and beautiful 
maphood. . ‘They cannot. often attribute 
th in dideuses abl datoralsled to their vooa 
tion.”

The Prospect for Ministers. 


When will the Ministerial apologists 
grow tired of portray ing the unpopularity 
which, they allege, We befallen the mem- 
f] bora of the Brown-Dorion Government in 
1] England? Perhnps our conternpories renl- 
ly begin to believe the story—they repeat 
it so regularly, and with such apparent 
virtue, Or, perbaps in their desperate 


offorts to make their unhappy readers give 
they have 


forgotten to observe how completely the 
tables have been turned upon themselve 
From whatsoever cause proceeding, certain 
it is that tho Ministerial presses are expas 
tinting with their wonted unetion upon 
the damage which the Opposition have 
dono themselves on the other sido of the 
Atlantic, whilst English journals are actu- 
ally here, to prove that the only individuals 
who are damaged in English opinion are 
the members of the Cartior-Macdonald Ad- 
winistration. The bulk of the blame ex- 
pended falls upon their shoulders, where it 
properly belongs. ‘They are made to bear 
the disgrace of the aggravated breach of 
faith—the pretence of fidelity, followed by 
open treachery—which is justly chargeable 
against them. Yet upon this point the 
organs are conveniently oblivious. They 
write on as though their fayourites, the 
Ministers, were held up by the London 
Times and Morniny Post as pinks of per- 
fection ; when the fact is, that these identi- 
cal journals—whose praise, we were told 
beforehand, would be layished upon them 
without stiut—set them down as the au- 
thors of “a very shabby transaction,” the 


tho Assembly rejecting the award of the 
Queen, and repudiating Ottawa as the 
ent. ‘The motion 
was carried, and tbe Ministry resigned, but 
it has now returned to office with a very 
slight modification, and announces on its 
return its intention of giving up Ottawa as 
the future Scat of Governmest. 


_ This, we confess appears to us to be a 
rather shabby transaction. The Queen 
never undertook the award subject to an 
appeal to the Canadian Assembly, and the 
inistry who involved Her Majesty in such 
‘a choice were bound, we think, to stand by 
her decision, and not, by a mete nomiral 
change of meinbers, to seek to combine the 
retention of office with the semblance of a 
d faith, which, in substance, they have 
Violated. The whole affair gives but a poor 
specimen of the state of public morality, 
and the feelings which actuate public men 
in Canada. The truth is, Canadian politics 
as we explained on a former occasion, bave, 
in the absence of really exciting questions, 
degenerated into an attempt to solve the 
roblem of securing to a minority of the 
English Colonists the support of the French 
Canadians, The means by which this end 
has been obtained, have often not been of a 
very elevated character, and we are inclin- 
ed to surmise that the good faith of the co- 
lony bas in this instance been sacrificed to 
obtain for the Ministry the votes of those 
who -would insist upon having the capital 
of the country fixed either at Montreal or 
Quebec, It is, we fear, only too evident 
that, from whatever cause it may arise, 
there does not exist among the public men 
of Canada at this moment a body of men 
sufficieny qualified to fulfil the duties 
either of a government or an opposition; that 
government by parties, in its stricter sense, 
can lardly he said to exist, and that, by the 
endless attempts to procure popularity and 
yotes by indirect means, the public finan- 
ces are thrown into confusion, and the 
prospects of the colony seriously overcloud- 


This unfortunate state of affairs in one 
great Transatlantic colony leads us to regard 
with much favour, though we confess with 
more favour than hope, the proposition 
thrown out by the Governor General in his 
speech proroguing the Canadian Parliament, 
of a Federal Union between the Americun 
colonies. ‘These settlerents have arrived 
ata point of development which seems to 
render such an union, for the sake of their 
commercial and arterial interests, highly 
desirable, They will before long be united 
Ly a chain of railways; they huve all easy 
access to the great arterial communication 
of the St, Lawrence; they are all, except 
Lower Canada, thoroughly English in peo: 
ple, language, laws, and institutions; they 
ure not divided by any great natural fea- 
ture; and they have many, and those in- 
creasing interests in common. ‘Their geo- 
graphical position 18 80. commanding,’ and 
the necessity of opposing the progress of 
the United States by a progress equally 
well conceived and energetic. so pressing 
that it seems impossible td conce! on 
ieasure in principle less liable to objection, 
Tt will, however, have to contend with the 
sme warrow and local selfishness on which 
the award of the Crown with\regard to the 
future capital of Canada seeins to have 
made shipwreck, and we are not without 
apprehension that the colonies may be 
found unwilling to concur in a measure 
which is equally for the benefit of ull, ex- 
actly because it is equal, and therefore no 
one gains any advantage above his neig 
bour. ‘hero is also another difficuity 
Which encounters us on the very threshold 
of the question. It is quite clear that the 

Federal Constitution of the United States 
of America forms precedent which can- 
not possibly be followed in its Principle or 
details by the British Colonies so long as 
they remain, however norinally part of 
the dominions of the Imperial Crown, ‘The 
principle of the American Federation is, 
that each is a Sovereign State, which con- 
sents to delegato to w central authority a 
Portion of its sovorcign power, leaving the 
remainder, which is not so delegated, nbxo- 
Jato and intact in its own hands, a hia is 

position of the colonies, each of 
" instead of being # nisolated sovereign 
Btato, is 0 intregal part of the British 
Empire, They cannot delegate their sove- 
reign authority to a Central Government 
becnuse thoy do not possess the soy oreign 
authority to delegate. Tho only alterna- 
tive, as it Kaeiia to us, would be to adopt a 
course exactly the contrary of that which 
the United States have adopted, and instead 
of taking for thoir motto WE pluribus unum,’ 
to invert it by saying 'Lz uno plura,— 
The first step towards a Federation of thu 
American colonies would thus be to form 
them a}l into one State, to give that State a 
completely organized Government, and then 
to delegate to cach of the colonies out of

account we have of the transaction that took 

place between Jacob and Laban. In the book 

of Job, which is one of the most ancient on 

record, it is stated that, when the friends of 
Job came to console him in his extraordinary 

affliction, “they sat down with hin vpon the 
ground seyen days and seven nights.” Fur- 
ther evidence may be found in the universality 
of tradition respecting periods of weeks, and 
the observance of one hie above another,— 
This information was communicated from pa- 
rents to their children, and thus transmitted 
from generation to generation through suc- 
cessive ages. 

Before the Ten Commandments were an- 
nounced from Mount Singi, provision was made 
for the proper observance of the Sabbath, and 
it was spoken of in terms which clearly prove 
that the Israelites were not ignorant of its 
previous existence. The word “remember,” 
with which the Fourth Commandment of the 
Decalogue commences, tends also to show that 
the observance of this institution dates back 
farther than the time of Mo: In this com- 
mandment, “remember” admits of a two-fold 
signification; first, in a retrospective sense,— 
and, secondly, in that of exacting obedience. 
In the former sense, the Israelites were led to 
consider the circumstances connected with the 
institution of the Sabbath at the creation, and 
the manner in which it was observed in the 
intervening period. Again, the Ten Com- 
mandments were proclaimed from Sinai in the 
‘hearing of all the people, and were also writ- 
ten on tables of stone,—thus clearly express- 
ing their perpetuity, and the universal extent 
of their oblization m mankind; whereas, 
Moses was initiatec into a knowledge of the 
ritual obseryunces and judicial polity of his 
economy on the Mount, and these parts of the 
code were announced to the people by him- 
self, making a vast difference in regard to the 
manner in whicl: the moral law was announced 
on the one hand, and the ceremonial and civil 
onthe other. The moral law, or what was 
written on the tables of stone, is still in force, 
and will continue so, in all its integrity, till 
time, in respet to our world, shall be pp more, 
Itis, therefore, rash to assert that any precept 
of the Decalogue was abrogated in connection 
with the Mosaic ritual by the atonement. 

But some object that we do not observe the 
same day that the Jews did. It is true, the 
seventh day was kept under the Mosaic econ- 
omy, and still is by the Jews who have not 
acquiesced in the tian dispensation ; but 
that fact does not, in the least degree, open 
the way for Sabbath-breaking. Oue day out 
of seven is as binding now as formerly. The 
change from the last to the first day of the 
week does not nullify the sacred character of 
the institution. The Supreme Being has a 
claim on one-seventh of our time for-his ser- 
yice, and the mere day that may be held sa- 
cred in compliance with this exaction, does not 
affect the morality of the question. But the 
change was not effected by man, nor yet with-
